Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney kindly discussed the general nature of the 
invention "Safety Sheild System for Prefilled Syringes'' and what they feel are their novel improvments over the prior art 
thereof. Further applicant's attorney discussed the claims and their scope as presently written. Specifically the 
limitations concerning the "movable syringe barrel which actuates the sheilding mechanism"and how the applicant feels 
his invention is novel or unique over the CAMERON prior art of record. Examiner explained how, when given the 
broadest reasonable interpretation of the claim language, CAMERON, and any obvious modifications of prior art, 
anticipated the claims as written. Examiner appreciated applicant's explaination and argument about how the "Safety 
Sheild System for Prefilled Syringes" invention's syringe barrel actuation was different from CAMERON, but this 
argument as to overcoming the rejection and the prior art of record, with the claims as written, is not compelling. It is 
examiners position that CAMERON does disclose all sturctural components and these elements satisfy all functional, 
spatial, structural and operational limitations in the claims as written. It was recommended that applicant amend the 
claims to greater define the aspects of the invention that they consider novel and reasons why this feature is not shown 
in the prior art and is nonobvious over the prior art of record, (i.e. the syringe barrel is movable and the syringe barrel 
actuates the sheilding mechanism) Therefore, currently the rejections stand as proper. 
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
